live by the Altar, but order'd to hold his Tongue, 
ſubmit, and ſtarve, leſt he ſhould offend. And ſince 
it has pleaſed Divine Providence, that I ſhould have 
nothing by the Church, I endeavour by a laviſh 
and laborious Imploy, to ſupport myſelf and Fa- 
mily with Decency, that I may not fall under Con- 
tempt, thro' Poverty; or be tempted by it, to do 
any low or ſordid Thing, unworthy of my Birth, 
Education, or Order, and that Induſtry may ſupply 1 
the want of that Bread, which rigorous and ſevere 
Uſage deny me.
